Defying Gorbachev, Lithuania 
Adopts a Multiparty System

MOSCOW — Defy ing ihe warn- 
ings and appeals of President Mik- 
hail S. Gorbachev, Lithuania be- 
came on Thursday the first Soviet 
republic to adopt 3 multiparty sys- 
tem. Estonia is almost sure to fol- 
low the example. 

The Lithuanian legislature, by a 
vote of 243 to 1. ?Hniigh*H the 
clause in its constitution giving the 
Co mm u n ist Party a monopoly on 
power. 

The Central Co mmi ttee of the 
Estonian Communis: Party voted 
Thursday to drop its own leading 
role in politics, and the republic's 
legislature is expected to amend the 
constitution later this month. 

Mr. Gorbachev has called the 
idea of a multiparty system in the 
Soviet Union '‘rubbish’' and sup- 
ports the Co mmunis ts* constitu- 
tionally guaranteed “leading role" 
in public life. But in the Baltic 
republics, independent political or- 
ganizations and nascent parties 
have accelerated the pace of re- 
structuring. 

In voting to drop the Co mmunis t 
Party’s monopoly on power. Lithu- 
ania. and Estonia join East Germa- 
ny, Czechoslovakia, Hungary and 
Poland. 

But unlike ihe countries of East- 
ern Europe, Lithuania and Estonia 
are likely to feel some pressure 
from Moscow on Tuesday, when 
thu Soviet Confess of People's 
Deputies gathers for the start of z 
two-week session. 


“There are no doubt a lot of 
party functionaries in Moscow who 
are going tc be unhappy, but we in 
Lithuania are delighted,” said 
Adolf us Uza, one of the leaders of 
die Sajudis movement. 

The vote put Lithuania in direct 
corjlic*. wim die federal constitu- 
tion, but the Soviet government has 
so mechanisms for resolving such 
disputes. A new commission for 
constitutional matters is expected 
:o be formed at the congressional 
session. 

The Communis; Party in Lithua- 
nia is expected to defy Moscow 
again and declare its independence 
from the national party organiza- 
tion 2 t a congress later this month. 

Pro-change deputies, led by the 
human-rights campaigner Andrei 
D. Sakhar ov, are demanding that 
the national l egisla ture discuss Ar- 
ticle 6 of the Soviet Constitution, 
which codifies the party’s leading 
role. Mr. Sakharov has' even sup- 
ported a brief strike next week 
throughout the Soviet Union to 
dramatize public support for a 
change in the constitution. 

Kazusieras Uoka. a deputy is 
the national legislature and a mem- 
ber of the new Social Democratic 
Party in Lithuania, called the vote 
“our gift to all democratic forces in 
the Sextet Union” and said the re- 
public's representatives would be 
among those trying to amend the 
“Brezhneviie constitution.” 

In the last year, Lith uani a has 
provided fertile ground for alterna- 
tive panies and independent orga- 


nizations. Pro-change Sajudis can- 
didates virtually swept the 
legislative elections in March 

There are now five formal parties 
in ibe republic: the Co mm uni s i 

Party, the Social Democratic Party, 
the Christian Democratic Party, 
the Green Party and the Democrat- 
ic Party.

Mr. Uza said, “you’ll probably be 
witnessing the first multiparty elec- 
tions in the history of this state.” 

In place of the article guarantee- 
ing the Communist Pany the lead- 
ing role in the republic, the Lithua- 
□lan legislature changed the 
constitution to read. “Parties, so- 
cial organizations and soda! move- 
ments are formed according to the 
procedure stipulated by law and 
function, according to the constitu- 
tion of the Lith uanian republic and 
the laws of Lithuania.” 

They also dropped all mention of 
official labor unions and the Young 
Communist League. Now “all po- 
litical, professional youth, wom- 
en's, veterans' and other organiza- 
tions are hdd to be equal.” 

Mr. Gorbachev has held several 
heated sessions with the Lithua- 
nian party leadership and recently 
published a letter in the party daily 
Pravda headlined “To the Commu- 
nists of Lithuania.” 

In the letter. Mr. Gorbachev said 
calls for as independent Lithua- 
nian parry were “tendentious” and 
’•hasty.'’ ’ 

“It is inadmissible in politics to 


undertake moves without having 
thought through their conse- 
quences,” he said, “without accept- 
ing responsibility for the results 
that they will sooner or later 
bring.” 

“Unless we remain together," 
Mr. Gorbachev said, “we will go 
nowhere!” 

Faced with a tremendous loss of 
prestige among the people, the re- 
public's party leaders chose to risk 
the consequences in Moscow. 

The Lithuanian legislature has 
also established a panel to investi- 
gate the restoration of complete in- 
dependence from the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet Union annexed Lith- 
uania, Estonia and Laivia in 1940 
as pan of its nonaggression pact 
with Nazi Germany. 

In the last year, independent 
movements and Communist Party 
organizations in the Baltics have 
demanded that the nonaggression 
pact be declared void. Several 
Western countries, including the 
United States, have never recog- 
nized the annexation of ihe Baltic 
states. 

Lithuania, with about 3.5 million 
people, has proved slightly more 
radical than Estonia and Latvia, 
mainly for demographic reasons. 
With a population made up of 
nearly 75 percent Lithuanians, the 
republic, unlik e Estonia and espe- 
cially Latvia, does not have to deal 
with the problems of culture and 
polices ijxuc Russian- 

speaking populations.

Although the area has been dosed to civ ilians for nearly 30 years, 
Soviet guards let the crowd in without violence, and the East 
Germans explored the woods on the Bracken. A peak that figures in 
German fairy tales, it is the site of a Soviet listening post to intercept 
NATO radio communications. 

Soviet officials have cited the inrident as an ominous sign of how 
their forces could find themselves caught up in crowd violence if law 
and order collapse in East Germany, the sources said.

Germany had undermined the East German leadership's goal of 
slow political change

plan actually could help channel East Germans’ aspirations by 
giving them a long-range approach without any immediate timeta- 
ble.

NATO and EC Would Thrive (is Soviet Power Recedes

Rebels Retreat 9 but It Was Closer Than Close for Philippine Leadership

MANILA —As rebel troops retnnwd to their 
barracks on Thursday in as uneasy truce, offi- 
cials said that the country’s top militaiy and 
political leadership was nearly toppled last Fri-

Phffippine officials who scrambled to hold the 
government together described enormous lapses 
m connmmicanofl that allowed two of the coun- 
try's most vital military installations to be over-

They revealed that reinforcements of 850 to 
1,000 ‘loyalist** troops got within 32 kilometers 
(two miles) of the besieged headquarters before 
military leaders realized that the general com- 
manding the troops had joined the rebels. 

They also described how the government lost 
air superiority over Manila to a rebel force that 
was flying decrepit World War II planes and a 
}\sx gunship. Most of the rest of the 
Air Force was grounded by cut fuel 
lines, missing parts and pilots who failed to show 
up at their posts. 

The government was saved, the officials sug- 
gested, only after the U.S. ambassado r , Nicholas 
Platt, called to offer help. Americas F-4 jets 
ultimately flew “persuasion flights” over cap- 
tured airfields to keep rebel pilots on the ground 


There was evidence Thursday that the disorga- 
nization that has plagued the efforts to put down 
the coup attempt against President Corzaon C.

Sandinista rebels in Nicaragua. 

U.S. military aid to the contras was cut 
off by Congress in 1988. But the contra 
force continues to receive ncnmiliutiy US, 
assistance, and Sandinista leaders see its 
remaining presence as a military and politi- 
cal threat to Nicaraguan elections planned 

for February. 

Over the past year, Nicaragua has won 
two major regional agreements calling (or 
the dismantling of contra bases in Hondu- 
ras. 

The contra leaders, apparently with U.S. 
support, have refused to give up their Gght; 


a regionally agreed deadline for the rebels’ 
departure passed unheeded on Tuesday, 
further enraging the Sandinista director- 
ate. 

Diplomats and Sandinista officials said 
the anti-aircraft missies were sent to deal a 
precise blow to the U.S.-backed Salvador- 
an military, which has relied heavily on air 
power to defend against a fierce guerrilla 
offensive that began Nov. 11. 

The purpose of that blow, the officials 
say, was to set off alarm bells in Washmg- 
tonjriating the extensive U.S. involvement 
in Ef Salvador at risk from weapons whose 
supply is controlled from Managua. 

Although the Salvadoran guerrillas get 
arms and ammunition from many sources, 
they have never before received sophisti- 
cated anti-aircraft missiles.

Singh Flies to Amritsar 
In Act of Reconciliation

NEW DELHI — In his first trip 
out of the capital since becoming 
prime minister, Vishwanath Fratap 
Singh went to Amritsar on Thurs- 
day to pray at the shrine of the 
Sikhs, promising to heal “the 
heavy, bleeding heart” of Punjab 
State, where thousands have died 
in the past five years. 

In a gesture of reconciliation to a 
state so alienated that it elected 
separatists to the national Parlia- 
ment in the elections last month, 
Mr. Singh told a largely Sikh audi- 
ence at the Golden Temple that 
Punjab needed “a healing touch.” 

“The healing touch cannot be 
brought about at the point of bayo- 
nets, but with love, faith and the 
people's cooperation,” he said, af- 
ter riding to the temple from Am- 
ritsar airport, in militant Sikh terri- 
tory, in an open jeep. 

According to Indian reporters 
who flew with the prime minister to 
Amritsar on his Indian Air Force 
plane, crowds surged forward 
along the route to greet him. 

On his return to New Delhi, Mr. 
Singh promised to set up a nonpar- 
tisan conference to find a prompt 
solution in the Punjab, where mili- 
tant Sikhs demand a separate na- 
tion called Khalistan.

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
goes to the European Community summit 
meeting Friday without a visible friend. 
President George Bush made it clear 
Monday that he would welcome a more 
tightly organized Co mmuni ty than (he 
one the British prime minister has in 
mind. Her own senior minis ters want to 
end Britain's shilly-shallying over the 
linkage between the exchange rates of EC 
nations. She was less than resoundingly 
re-elected as leader of her party Tuesday, 
partly because of her views on Europe. 

Mrs. Thatcher is right about this much: 
The tumult in Eastern Europe Is changing 
the Community's future in ways few peo- 
ple have grasped, and no plan for Europe 
drawn up before mid- 1989 will necessar- 
ily survive into the 1990s. 

On the minor matter of the Communi- 
ty’s proposed “social charter," Mrs. 
Thatcher will certainly be beaten at Stras- 
bourg. Her partners have removed the 
parts of the charter she found most objec- 
tionable, such as the idea of a minimum 
wage. She cannot veto the revised version, 
since it is merely a declaration of good 
intentions. If she refuses, nevertheless, to 
sign iL, the other 11 countries will go 
ahead without her, and that will be that. 

She may also be defeated on the much 
bigger matter of economic and monetary 
union, or EMU; bat here her defeat could 
be more apparent than real The Stras- 
bourg meeting may grant to President 
Frangois Mitterrand of France the special 
conference on the subject he has pro- 
posed. What that conference will decide, 
however, is now far harder to guess be- 
cause of the events in Eastern Europe. 

It is already plain that West Germany is 
less keen than it used to be for EMU to 
involve the creation of a European central 
bank. The head of West Germany’s 
Bundesbank urges caution. So do powerful 
members of Chancellor Helmut Kohl’s 


government They know that West Germa- 
ny will soon be pouring hugs amounts of 
money into the East German economy. 
They would rather it be done under the 
supervision of the Bundesbank than of 
seme wider Eurobank, whose directorate 
would include non-Germans. 

But fra 1 the Bundesbank to stay in 
charge will make the non-Germans raise 
their eyebrows. If the rescuing of East 
Germany causes inflationary pressure in 
West Germany, the Bundesbank will want 
to keep that pressure under control by 
raising its interest rate. But the Bundes- 
bank’s rate, in effect, sets rates all over the 
1 Community. Everybody might have higher 

rates and slower growth because of what is 
chiefly a German interest. 

The poorer southern countries of the 
Community are reflecting on another 
consequence of the opening up of Eastern 

Europe. They had been expecting to get a 
lot of investment from the richer northern 
countries, especially West Germany. 
They now see that much of it will be going 
eastward instead of southward. This will 
not necessarily turn them against a more 
closely knit Europe, but it will make them 
wonder who will most benefit from it 

These worries will be magnified if Ger- 
many reunites within the next few years, as 
seems increasingly possible. The bigger the 
Germany, the greater its ability to shape 
Community policy. The conventional wis- 
dom says that, in a more tightly organized 
Community, the other countries will be 
able to hold Germany bade. The new sus- 
picion is that it may work the other way 
round: Those tighter links may pull the 
other countries along behind Germany.

Europe was drawn up in tranquil days. A 
storm has broken out in Eastern Europe.

To Stave Off Anarchy 


East Germany is now teetering on the 
edge of anarchy. The army, in an an- 
nouncement that carried an undertone of 
fear, warned the crowds not to try to take 
over military bases or to seize weapons. 
The military commanders were probably 
thinkin g of the attacks on the offices of the 
state security police. 

Of all the astonishing events of the past 
three months, none was more unexpected 
than the speed and finality of the collapse 
of the Communist state in East Germany. 
The disappearance of a r epre ssive and cor- 
rupt government is an occasion for rejoic- 
ing. But democracy hasn't triumphed yet. 

For those courageous East Gennans who 
are pressing for real representation, the 
hardest part of the job is still ahead. The 
Communist Party is desperately trying to 
pull together a leadership not directly im- 
plicated in the crimes and errors of its 
predecessors. But any new Communist 
leadership will inevitably share the funda- 
mental weakness of those now departing in 
disgrace. The Communist Party itself has 
no legitimacy. The great and urgent re- 
quirement is a government with standing in 
the eyes of the people it claims to govern. 
That requires elections. 

But when? That is a difficult choice. If 
they are held very soon, the opposition will 
properly object that it has not been given 


time to organize. That was the issue in the 
recent Hungarian referendum, in which the 
□on-Communist opposition f raced a delay 
in the presidential election to prevent the 
current front-runner, a Communist until 
a few weeks ago, from taking power in an 
automatic victory. But if elections aren't 
held soon, the likelihood of chaos in- 
creases. The wisest solution, sanctioned by 
much historical experience, would be 
a two-step procedure, with first an election 
for an interim government that writes 
a constitution, then, a year or two later, a 
second election to choose the leadership 
that will take up, among other questions, 
the reunification of Germany. 

The United States is likely to have only 
a modest mfhience on tins process, but that 
influence needs to be used in behalf of 
stability. It was exceedingly good luck that 
the Malta summit meeting took place just 
before this final dissolution of Communist 
authority in East Germany, and President 
Bush used the opportunity to assure the 
Soviets that the West does not intend to 
exploit tins loss of Soviet control over the 
most strategic and sensitive of its former 
satellites. The rest of the Europeans, includ- 
ing the Soviets, are entitled to assurance 
that the enormous changes in Central Eu- 
rope do not threaten their security.

Aquino’s Predicament 


The fighting in the Philippines has 
duced only losers. Military rebels 
failed to shoot their way into power. Presi- 
dent Corazon Aquino has suffered serious 
damage. The biggest casualty of all could 
be the Philippines’ chances of consolidating 
democratic institutions and joining the East 
Asian economic boom. 

Mrs. Aquino’s best hope is to use her new 
emergency powers to revive the ref ram pro- 
gram she rode to office nearly four years ago. 

Cray Aquino is rally partly to blame fra 
her predicament. Though she is no longer 
the heroine of 1986, polls taken just before 
the attempted coup showed her with nearly 
60 percent popular support. In a normal 
democracy, that would not provide fertile 
ground for a political crisis. 

But normal democracy is something the 
Philippines has never known. The Aquino 
period has brought undeniable political 
progress: a democratic constitution, rea- 
sonably fair elections at all levels and a 
less intimidated judiciary. 

Yet huge obstacles r emain . The most 
dangerous for now is an unbalanced rela- 
tionship between civilian and military power. 
Mrs. Aquino won a popular mandate at the 
polls but wrested power from Ferdinand 
Marcos only with tbs hdp of military force. 

The leaders of that rebellion, Fidel Ra- 
mos, Juan Ponce Enrile and Gregorio Hon- 
asan, still exercise extraordinary influence. 
General Ramos, now defense minister, has 
repeatedly rescued Mrs. Aquino from mili- 
tary enemies. But he has also helped push 
aside reformers within the Aquino coali- 
tion. Mr. Enrile quickly became an active 
opponent, Mx. Honasan a renegade. A con- 
tinuing Communist-led guerrilla campaign 
has further eroded civil power, fracing Mrs. 
Aquino to cede scarce resources and a po- 
licy voice to miliiaiy chiefs. 

The Aquino government is also handi- 


capped by ties to the traditional elite in 
a country marked by extreme poverty. 
Mrs. Aquino, from one of the nation’s 
richest landowning families, has yet to 
produce sweeping land reform. Some of 
her closest associates are corrupt. 

Her problems don’t stop there. She has 
no real political party. And now she is sure 
to draw strong nationalist criticism for ask- 
ing the United States for military help. 

All this helps explain civilian disillusion- 
ment and military unresL Yet those who long 
fra stronger, cleaner, more reform-minded 
rule ought to have no trouble choosing be- 
tween Mrs. Aquino and bra enemies. These 
enemies represent a return to all that held the 
Philippines back during the Marcos era. Mrs. 
Aquino can do better, ami needs to. Bat she 
remains her country’s best bet

After the Malta 
meeting between George Bush and 
Mikhail Gorbachev, Soviet leaders 
are entitled to relax still further Sovi- 
et- American relations have never 
been so free of irritants.

Bush as Leader: Still Far to Go on the 'Vision Thing’ 


W ASHINGTON — The Malta

M ANILA — Three years ago, it was known as 
“Book Walang Dios” — the Place Without God. 
Like dozens of other squatter areas in Manila, it was a 
home of last resort for impoverished peasants and 
landless laborers streaming in from the countryside in 
search of work and a better life. 

The legions of urban poor are a symptom of modi 
that is wrong in this nation of 64 million people. They 
are also a measure of the injustice and grievances that 
the Aquino government and the foreign friends of the 
Phflrppines must tackle if rising dvfiian discontent is to 
be averted following the latest coup attempt. 

Crowded, filthy and lawless, Pock Walang Elios 
suffered from the same neglect as many many other 
Manila slums, now home to an estimated two million 
squatters. Garbage and human waste were strewn 
about the narrow, muddy pathways and open sewers. 
Lack of proper drains and drinking water caused 
widespread illness and disease. 

Desi and Rita Seva and their three children were 
typical of the more than ISO families living in Pook 
Walang Dios. They were constantly fighting fra space 
and water with their neighbors. Living on pro 
owned by absentee landlords, speculators or 
governments, squatters in Manila are usually too ] 
or too powerless to buy the land on which their shelters 
stand. Vulnerable to eviction, they live in a makeshift 
world and face an uncertain future. 

With nearly half of working age residents unem- 
ployed, and school drop-outs framing idle and embit- 
tered gangs, crime was a familiar feature at the commu- 
nity landscape. Most people remained in their d«d« 
after dark rather than cross paths with the drug dealers 
and thugs who ruled Pod: walang Dk» at night 
Today, the residents of the settlement have given it 
another name; “Bagoag Paraiso,” or New Paradise. 
The transformation shows what can be done through 
self-help, organization and sustained a«i,rtanc* from 
outside: Two yean ago.

A community center has been brill where members 
of a newly framed committee meet to di sc us s how to 
improve conditions. As residents assume control or 
thor lives, they take pride in their surroundings. The 
growing spirit of cooperation has led to an improved 
public health program. 

Full-time employment and a reliable source of income 
remain critical issues. A c o mmun i ty development fund, 
created in response to those needs, provides low-interest 
loans fra projects like tailoring crocheting and fruit and 
vegetable vending. Such activities hdp fanfljgs supple- 
ment their monthly income, improving the h«Hh and 
nutation of their child ten sSraU training is also hmg 
provided to community memb ers io enhance their em-

Ownership Plans grow 8 to 1 1 percent 
faster per year than conventionally 
owned companies is. their same industry, 
the comparison was not with nonpartid- 
patory ESOPs, as stated. 

Our research shows that the average 
ESOP company — whether participa- 
tory or not — grows 40 to 46 percent 
faster over a 10-year period when com- 
pared to companies in its industry. 
Moreover, the General Accounting Of- 
fice of Congress has found that 25 per- 
cent of the nonparticipaiory ESOPs that 
are set up become more participatory, so 
even nonparticipaiory ESOPs can turn 
out to be very beneficial in the long run.

I wonder what will become of the 
party if everything goes well with de- 
mocracy. If a Communist Party purges 
itself of idealists who joined while it was 
still a dra g glin g body fighting the capi- 
talists. as Czechoslovakia’s did after the 
Soviet invasion in 1968. it becomes a 
veritable mafia that no longer has any 
thing to do with socialism and similar 
foolishness, but purely with the personal 

well-being of its members. 

To a great extent, the Czechoslovak 
party has already become a mafia (there 
may’ still be selfless true believers, but 
who hears about them?). If a multiparty 
system is finally introduced, the party, 
□o longer ruling and even if shrunk, 
will become a full-blown mafia: noth- 
ing but trouble.

The issue of party property is cru- 
cial. De jure, the state owns everything;

The Study of English 

Intensifies in Othta 

The study of English appears 
to have become more popular 
than ever with Chinese intellec- 
tuals since the democracy move- 
ment was crushed in June, The 
.New York Times reports from 
Beijing. “We are all trying to get 
out," said a young planning 
to study abroad. "There is little 
hope for us here." 

■ It is not so ranch that these 
Chinese are afraid of Jjeing ar- 
rested; rather, they say they be- 
lieve there is no point m remain- 
ing, for they m0 be given no 
opportunity to use their talents 
in China. 

Those studying English intea- 
aivdy include not only umveraily

other work. 

Others fear that the govern- 
ment will hot let students who 
have just graduated from college 
go overseas to study until they 
have worked in China for four to 
seven years.

SANTA BARBARA, California 
— In a new blow to the petroleum 
industry, the California Lands 
Commission has declared all re- 
maining unleased or unprotected 
coastal waters in Southern Califor- 
nia off limits to oil and gas develop- 
ment. 

The decision, announced 
Wednesday, was die first time that 
all new oil raid gas d rillin g has been 
shut from Oregon to Mexico and 
was evidence of the continuing re- 
percussions from Lhe Exxon Valdez 
ofl spill in Alaska in March. Last 
year, the commission made a simi- 
lar decision covering state waters 
off Humboldt and Mendocino 
counties in Northern California. 

The move does not require ap- 
proval by the governor, leglslati 
or federal government. However, 
the commission could reverse itself 
and the legislature could overturn 
the decision. 

Earlier this year, President 
George Bush and Congress locked 
out new leasing in federal waters 
off California until at least June 
1990. Slightly more than half erf the 
oil produced off the California 
coast occurs in federal waters be- 
yond the 3-mile Kmh (about 5 kilo- 
meters). The state commission has 
jurisdiction over waters between 
the high tide line and 3 miles sea- 
ward. 

“The work! has changed since 
the Valdez accident," Controller 
Gray Davis, a member of the com- 
mission, said Wednesday. “We've 
learned we can’t afford to gamble 
with California’s coastline." 

The sanctuary area is bdieved to 
hold 100 miTti on to 300 mfiHon bar- 
rels of crude ofl valued at S500 
million to $1 billion, and the drill- 
ing ban was viewed as a major 
setback to industry hopes of ex- 
ploiting reserves. 

Tory Covington, spokeswoman 
for the Weston States Petroleum 
Association and the Calif ornia 
Coastal Operators Group, told the 
commission, “It is almost certain 
the area you propose to lock up 
contains valuable resources. These 
areas are adjacent to existing state 
and federal leases that are already 
developed or being developed."

Opposition in the East 


The collapse of communism in East Germany and Czechoslovakia has left the two 
countries ill-prepared for transition to democracy, with fledgling opposition movements 
struggling to cope with their sudden elevation to the brink of power. Unlike the 
Solidarity union movement in Poland, which was well-established and organized by the 
time it came to power this year , the opposition movements in Czechoslovakia and East 
Germany came to prominence with no experience, no clearly marked political creed, no 
organization and few outstanding leaders. In both Czechoslovakia and East Germany, 
the opposition has formed around broadly based political umbrella movements rather 
than fragmenting Into dozens of tiny parties of almost every political hue. as in Hungary.

in Czechoslovakia, the opposition to the 
Communist Party is led by Civic Forum, 
which was founded Nov. 19. 

From a small nucleus of campaigners for 

change connected with the Charter 77 
human-rights movement Civic Forum has 
ballooned into a loose umbrella organiza- 
tion. rather than a formal political party. 
The three main Influences in the organiza- 
tion are artists and intellectuals, students 
and liberal Christians. The group has 
quickly assembled a team of economists, 
lawyers and other advisers who are devel- 
oping a program aimed at achieving radi- 
cal change through real democracy and 
free elections rather than changes led by 
the Communist Party. 

In less than three weeks of existence. Its 
members working virtually around the 
dock to improvise a bade organizational 
structure, Civic Forum has ended up 
wielding surprising force, it succeeded in 
ousting hard-line Communist leaders and 
toppling the Communist Party from Its 41- 
year ‘leading role.” 

Leading opposition figures include: 
Vaclav Havel. 53, a playwright and the 
opposition's best-known leader, in Janu- 
ary 1977, he helped found Charter 77. a 
group devoted to human rights and civic 
freedoms. He is seen as a possible candi- 
date for the presidency, a role he said he 
was w&Iing to assume for a short time. 
Alexander Dubcek, 67. leader of the failed 
1968 “Prague Spring" movement crushed 
by Soviet-led Warsaw Pact forces. He 
originated the phrase “socialism with a 
human face" to describe his exercise in 
liberal Communism. 

Mr. Dubcek has publicly supported the 
demands of Civic Forum, including the 
resignation of all those connected with the 
1968 invasion. But he has also urged cau- 
tion, warning Czechoslovaks not to make 
extreme demands that could have “tragic 
consequences.” 

VaHr Komarek. a radical economist an 
effective public speaker and a close advis- 
er to Ladisfav Adamec, who resigned on 
Thursday as prime minister. Mr. Komarek 
is director of the Institute of Forecasting of 
the Academy of Sciences, which employs 
many of Czechoslovakia's best econo- 
mists. Mr. Komarek would most likely be 
an opposition candidate for prime minister 
in free elections demanded by Civic Fo- 
rum.

In East Germany, the main opposition 
group, New Forum, is even more inchoate. 
It is loosely organized, has no funds, no 
headquarters, no access to the press and 
no clear policy other than its desire to end 
communism's hold on the country and 
install a real democracy. 

Nor does the East German opposition 
have outstanding leaders, like Lech Wa- 
lesa in Poland or Vaclav Havel in Czecho- 
slovakia. or a powerful patron like the 
Roman Catholic Church in Poland. 
Perhaps more seriously, it cannot follow 
the examples of Solidarity and Civic Fo- 
rum and draw on large reserves of intel- 
lectuals and technocrats to help it over its 
critical organizational phase, since many 
of these East Germans joined the mass 
exodus to West Germany earlier this year. 
New Forum's leaders disagree about 
whether the movement should be formed 
into a political party. They disagree on 
how much they should cooperate with 
change-minded Communists and on the 
possibility and pace of movement toward 
German reunification. 

New Forum's best-known leader is Barbel 
Bohley, 44. an artist in East Berlin, who 
has had to face arrest, jail and exile for her 
belief in human rights and democracy. 
She urges patience, saying East Germans 
need time, perhaps a year or mors, to 
organize the opposition before holding 
free elections. 

Other leaders, like Michael Gobel. a for- 
mer philosophy student, say they want 
New Forum to start acting like a parly and 
select candidates for local elections. 

East Germany has several other political 
movements, including the four toothless 
parties that have been in a coalition with 
the ruling Communists - the Christian 
Democrats, the National Democrats, the 
Liberal Democratic Party and the Farmers 
Party. The Liberal party leader, Manfred 
Geriach, 61, is the new temporary head of 
state. 

New groups include the Social Demo- 
crats, created by veterans of a party of that 
name that existed briefly after World War 
II, the Greens, Democracy Now and Dem- 
ocratic Awakening, which is led by Rainer 
Eppelmann, a Lutheran pastor who calls 
for a coalition including Communists. 
They cannot go it alone, he says, but 
neither can the fledgling opposition.

Lutheranism in East Germany 

Church Restakes Claim as the Region’s Moral Authority

BERLIN — With the virtual col- 
lapse of the East German Commu- 
nist Parry, the leading moral au- 
thority in the region is once again 
what it has bees for much of the 
trine since the Reformation, the 
Lutheran Church. 

So it is that the Lutheran bishop 
of Beriia-Braadeaburg, Gottfried 
Forcfc, held the chair when round- 
table talks among aS East German 
political forces sat down on Thurs- 
day to try to find a way out of the 
political crisis — with the Commu- 
nist Party, the leading social force 
in the country a month ago. cow 
just one among many and strug- 
gling for its existence. 

The Protestant Church in East 
Germany provided shelter, work- 
ing space and moral authority to 
the protest groups that gave birth 
to the popular revolution that 
swept the cation in September and 
October. 

Hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple. taking to the streets and fleeing 
the country, forced the Communist 
rulers to oust the leader who built 
the Berlin Wall, Erich Honecker, 
and finally to declare the wall and 
all the cocntrv’s borders open on 
Nov. 9. 

According to some leading mem- 
ber of the clergy, the church had 
no politica l program of its own. 
They say its role will be simply to 
get all parties talking to one anoth- 
er and let them decide what they 
wi3L 

"The new government has ex- 
pressly encouraged the churches to 
play an independent role and rec- 
ognized the role they pl 2 yed earlier 
in the process of renewal,’’ said one 
of the principal figures, the Rever- 
end Bemd .Mbani, one of the three 
ministers of Gethsemane Chur ch in 
the Prenzlauer Berg neighborhood 
of Berlin's eastern sector. 

In that church members of New 
Forum, Democratic Awakening 
and other unofficial political 
groups gathered daily at the height 
of the revolutionary movement this 
falL 

The church became a focal point 
of the growing popular demand for 
change, with daily protest meet- 
ings, vigils and lighted candles out- 
side the iron front gate to symbol- 
ize support for political prisoners. 
The Ntkolaikirchein Leipzig and 
the Kreuzkirebe in Dresden played 
similar roles as magnets. 

“Our secret services kept telling 
ns rhar the chur ches here, like Soli- 
darity in P olan d, were a tool of 
Western intelligence, " an East Ger- 
man party official said. “Thai was 
nonsense. The church didn’t create 
the protest movement. It made, it- 
self available to them, gave them 
meeting places and encourage- 
ment.” 

One prominent churchman, the 


Reverend Werner Kra t schel l , su- 
perintendent of the Lutheran 
Church’s Berlin 'Pankow district, 
traced the origins of the movement 
to the East-West tensions of 1982, 
when the United States and the 
Soviet Union were stationing medi- 
um-range missiles in Europe. 

“Wc had a peace group here that 
met every Friday," Mr, Kratschell 
said, at the vicarage across from the 
brick parish church in Pankow, 
“and toe state always sent about 20 
young people in, to pose as partici- 
pants. 

“Their tactic was to try to sabo- 
tage the meetings by asking pro- 
vocative questions."' he said. “So 
the movement had to leant how to 
exercise control, and self-control, 
with the ‘enemy’ right in the room 
with than." 

Nor did the East German church 
lack experience in dealing with the 
“enemy.” The Reverend Werner

Widrat, pastor of Gethsemane 
Church, was a member of the Com- 
munist Party himse lf until 1974.

Explaining why the' church be- 
came the rallying point for much of 
the opposition to the Honecker re- 
gime, Mr. Widrat said: “There was 
no other social force in the country 
that had independence both from 
the state and the party.

The liberation theology of the 
Latin American church was an in- 
fluence, he said, as was Dietrich 
Bonhoeffer, the Protestant minister 
who bore witness against Nazism. 

Mr. Kratschell said be was now 
counseling a career party official 
who was in despair in contemplat- 
ing what he called the wreckage of 
his life’s work. 

"My wife and I," he said, “are 
trying' to help people like him get 
through this, to see that suicide is 
not the answer.

He referred to the establishment 
of East Germany by the Soviet au- 
thorities in their zone of occupation 
in 1949. The Soviets saw to it that, 
as in Stalin’s system, the party held 
all power in its control 

“For someone who’s been living 
here all these years, the tremendous 
momentum of demands for change 
in Tecent weeks is no surprise,” Mr. 
Kratschell said. 

He sees echoes of scripture in the 
events that are changing East Ger- 
many day by day. 

“ 'He hath scattered the proud in 
the imagination of their hearts,’ M 
be red ted. “ ‘He hath put down the 
mighty from their seats, and exalt- 
ed them of low degree. He hath 
filled the hungry with good things; 
and the rich he hath sent empty 
away.' " 

Those lines from Luke 1:51-53, 
he said, could describe what has 
happened since Mr. Honecker and 
his cohorts were thrown out of of- 
fice. deprived of their luxury villas 
in Wandlirz and disgraced. 

When Mikhail S. Gorbachev 
came to Berlin in early October, the 
motorcade passed through Pan- 
kow, and Mr. Kratscfaell’s young 
son was in the crowd. 

“All I could think of then, as the 
crowd cheered him, was Christ’s 
entry into Jerusalem," be said. "An 
.American television interviewer 
found it odd for a clergyman to 
make that comparison. But there 
are many people here, and inside 
the Communist Party, who take se- 
riously the kernel of Marxism, the 
desire to strengthen the weak so 
that they’re a match for the 
strong." 

There are estimated to be only 
one million Roman Ca tholics in 
East Germany, who in the last year 
took part in an ecumenical move- 
ment for “peace, justice and preser- 
vation of the creation’' that has 
since found an echo in a patriotic 
appeal signed by the Communist 
Party leader, Egon Krenz, in a last 
desperate effort to hold onto power 
before he was forced to resign on 
Sunday. 

“In this land,” Mr. Kiatsehdl 
said, “there are precious, tender, 
delicate values — of social solidari- 
ty, deep friendship, caring — that 
could perish in a moment. It would 
be a shame if they did, bat the 
people of this country right now see 
only the golden face of capitalism. 
We’ve become a city of plastic bags 
from Western department stores 
since the wall went down.”

WARSAW — Adam Michnik, a 
leading Solidarity strategist, has 
warned in an editorial on German 
reunification that "explosions of 
anti-Polish phobia” among Ger- 
mans are threatening the democrat- 
ic order of Europe, 

Mr. Michnik said Germans had 
the right to self-determination, but 
he appealed to the East German 
opposition to help ease fears in 
Poland about reunification by rec- 
ognizing the country's western bor- 
der with East Germany. 

In Bonn, Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher pledged Thurs- 
day that West Germany would nev- 
er challenge Poland's post-World 
War II borders. 

“It is completely dear that Ger- 
mans do not question the Polish 
western border, now or in the fu- 
ture," Mr. Genscher said in a radio 
interview. 

Mr. Michnik said in a front-page 
editorial in the Solidarity newspa- 
per. Gaze la Wvborcza, that Poles 
and Ger mans must act now to 
overcome traditional antipathy and 
problems before it was loo late. 

The debate stepped up in Poland 
as other newspapers printed a 
statement from the Polish presi- 
dent, Wojdech Jaruzelski, that re- 
unification should be contemplat- 
ed only if the Germans guarantee 
their neighbors' security and accept 
Poland’s western border. 

Mr. Michnik, a Solidarity advis- 
er and member of parliament, said, 
“German relations have a crudal 
importance for the future of Eu- 
rope. and that is why today’s explo- 
sions of anti-Polish phobia among 
Germans hit out not only at Po- 
land.” 

“They hit out at the democratic 
order in Europe and, we believe, al 
the most deeply understood Ger- 
man national interest,’' he said. 
“We say this today when it is not 
too late: Enmi ty breeds enmity." 

The prospect of German reunifi- 
cation has sharply divided Poles, 
many of whom fear bong squeezed 
again between the two powers that 
invaded Poland in World War II. 
Germany and the Soviet Union. Six 
million Poles died in the war. 

Mr. Michnik said reunification 
was primarily a question for the 
Gennanys to decide. But he asked 
East Goman “democratic forces" 
to ease fears by denouncing “hos- 
tile acts” against Poles and referred 
to East German restrictions on 
travel and shopping that Warsaw 
says discriminate against Poles. 
East Germany has denied the 
charge. 

Mr. Michnik added, “All Poles 
expect you to publicly declare your

Israel Wary but Ready

More Stars Go Out 
As N. Y. City Ballet 
Shifts to a New Era 


by Anna Kisselgoff 


N EW YORK— Lincoln Kiistdn, 
Jerome Robbins and Suzanne 
Farrell have all announced their 
retirement or resignation — de- 
pending on their individual choice of words 
— from their positions in the New York 
City Baliet this autumn. Patricia McBride 
retired from the company in July. If you 
believe in astrology, then this sudden duster 
of recent or imminent departures might 
strike you as a fateful coming together of 
the planets. 

Yet, if you have read your Tolstoy or your 
Pasternak, you might also believe in coinci- 
dence or hazard as a natural part of life. It is 
evident, of coarse, that Peter Martins, who 
was jointly appointed as the company’s bal- 
let master in chief with Robbins shortly 
before George Balanchine's death in 1985, 
now has ultimate artistic authority over the 
company. 

Yet, if it is natural to speculate upon the 
City Ballet's future in the Light of these 
changes, it would bejust as valuable to note 
the contributions of these highly disparate 
personalities. 


T HEIR roles in the company were 
very different, yet each of these fig- 
ures was identified with the Balan- 
chine era. 

The departure of Farrell and McBride, 
for instance, leaves the company without 
Balanchine's last two major ballerinas. 
Leading dancers trained by him are still 
prominent, but obviously some major balle- 
rinas were more major than others. The 
immediate impact of these departures will 
probably be less than far-reaching. 

For the last year. Robbins and Farrell, in 
effect, have been less active than in the past. 
Since the summer of 1988, Robbins was 
involved in his show “Jerome Robbins' 
Broadway” and then took a leave of absence 
through this f all 

Farrell, now 44, actually announced her 
retirement from the City Ballet two years 
ago, changed her mind after a hip replace- 
ment operation and then performed in a few 
roles but understandably did not return to 
full strength. 

The inescapable truth is that all dancers 
eventually stop dancing , and both McBride, 
46, and Farrell have decided to bid farewell 
— to this company at least 
Robbins, 71, promises nonetheless to be 
very visible in that he wiD be busy rehears- 
ing a plethora of his ballets for a major 
Robbins retrospective by the company in 
the spring. 

Having resigned his pest as co-aitistic di- 
rector, he is (as of Jan. 1), in his own words, a 
free-lance choreographer. One might as well 
call Shakespeare a strolling player. 


Kirstdn, 82, announced his retirement as 
general director. But in the current printed 
program, the line “Founders: George Bal- 
anchine and Lincoln Kirstdn** is followed 
with a new title that lists Kixsteiu as general 
director emeritus. 

This may sound like an honorary title, 
but it is difficult to believe that the lurstein 
influence will not continue to make itself 
felt 

Robbins has called Kirsten the con- 
science of the company; he has also been its 
cultural reference point His genius has not

To read his books (the latest is about the 
Augustus Saint Guldens sculpture commis- 
sioned by Henry Adams as a memorial to 
his wife) is to read books no one dse could 
have possibly written. 

If the black tutus in the current “Swan 
Lake" in the Gty Ballet are credited to a 
Balanchine idea, the ice-palace setting and 
the inspiration from Albrecht DOrer is pure 
Kirstein. 

To connect Dttrer to an ersatz German 
fable in a 19th-century Russian ballet is to 
enhance that ballet in an unexpected and 
original manner. 

If Kirstdn had lived in Russia like Serge 
Diaghdev, creator of the Ballets Russes, he 
would have been an inteOighent, or member 
of the intelligentsia. 

T HIS is a word that goes against the 
American social gram. Yet, no ballet 
company in modem times, not even 
Diaghilev’s, was concaved or headed by an 
inlelhghem of Kirstein’s stature. 

That is the Gty Ballet's most overlooked 
feature. Prefe rrin g to be the American Kir- 
stdn rather than the American Diaghilev, 
Kirstdn, with Balanchine, was intent on 
establishing an indigenous tradition of clas- 
sical ballet in the United States. 

They were joined in- this endeavor by 
Robbins, who became associate artistic di- 
rector of the Gty Ballet in 1949. The Ameri- 
canism of Robbins’s ballets is seen overtly 
in his gift for absorbing vernacular rhythms

It 
wasn’t his tall, broad-shouldered physiaue 
alone, however; that made him so, but his 
creative spirit, generosity and inteDecL 
His huge, hearty, raucous bark of a laugh both suited 
and flxprflffwd trim. He had a heart to match, am 
along with it an artistic imagination and fecundity of 
purpose large enough to be called titanic. 

In the history of American dance, there have been 
only a handful of figures of comparable moment to 
Alley. He created not just a personal style, tat a 
whole new vision of what t h eat ric a l dance ought to 
embrace. He deepened the experience of dance, he 
broadened it, and be ennobled it. 

Alley, who died in New York Friday at age 58, left 
a body of dance works as imposing for their scope as 
for their fervor and nngesty. “Revelations” alone — 
the Ailcy company’s signature work almost since its 
creation in I960 —forged a significant chapter in the 

evolution of 20th-century American choreography. 
Its fusion of the lush hymnody of black spirituals 
with a new dance imagery of community, travail and 
triumph became die springboard for an entire genre 
of dances by Alley himself and his numberless emula- 
tors. Having seen it even once, who can forget its 

opening vision of readnne arms and vibrant hands — 
an icon of prayerful supplication and spiritual inten- 
sity that has no equal elsewhere in dmee — or the 
stage-fiHing jubilation of its dose? 

Memories crowd the mind: Judith Jamison's twist- 
ing, lunging dynamism in Alley's solo panorama of 
blade womanhood,' “Cry”; tie smoky, erotic and 
political tensions of th e brilliantly theatrical “Mase- 
kdfl Language,” set in a cabaret m strife-tom South 
Africa, supercharged with the music of trumpeter 
Hugh Masekda; the throbbing oimreh of cu r r en t s .

Nonetheless, it 
W3S Balanchine who noticed her beauty and 
sparkling glam nnr h^r nuanced phrasing 
and individuality. She inspired some of his 
most unusual ballets. 

Farrell is a specialist the kind that many 
another ballerina could only dream of be- 
ing. She was an indisputable Balanchine 
muse — so much so mat it is impossible 
today to view any of her original roles 
without recalling her in them. 


She has not been a textbook dancer; at 
her most risk-taking best her disregard of 
academic rules challenged an audience to 
adjust its manner of viewing. 

She encouraged us to look at her dancing 
as if it were the eoirivalent of a modem 
pain ting, where old-fashioned tradition and 
a “correct" style needed to give way to 
something more exciting and stimulating. 

She changed over the years, becoming 
known for her ladylike sex appeal. It is a 
quality that was nonetheless colored by the 
purity of her early roles. 

Her shepherd ess-Dukinea figure in Bal- 
anchine’s “Don Quixote” embodied the 
same feminine ideal that dosed her final 
“Vienna Waltzes” in white-gowned glory at 
the Gty Ballet last week. ■

The success saga she deplores stated in 
1981, when a Viennese-born actor-director, 
Peter Week, 50. was named head of the 
Theater an der Wien. For two years, while 
the stage resounded to the tunes of “Man of 
La Mancha" and “Merry Widow" as wefl as 
two earlier Andrew Lloyd Webber musicals, 
“Jesus Christ Superstar” and “Evita,” Week 
worked quietly in a back roan plotting a 
revolution- “I only changed the system." the 
cherubic, white-haired Week says modestly. 
They had an ensemble and they were al- 
ways looking to find the right-show fa this 
ensemble. I chose the show first and then 
looked around for the best artists to do it” 

When, in a coup de thetfre, Week ob- 
tained the license from British producer 
Cameron Mackintosh and ais Realty Useful 
Theatre Company to LLoyd Webber's 
“Cats" in German, he found himself saddled 
with “a 14-voice chorus that couldn’t move 


and a corps de ballet that oouldn’t dance 
’Cats.’” 

Having acted at Vienna’s federal Burg- 
theater for 1 1 years before moving to Zurich 
in 1968, Week considered Austria’s “strong 
social system a weakness of character where 
theater was concerned.” Burgtheater actors 
were, in effect, bureaucrats with briefcases 
who were paid even when there wasn’t any 
wait to do. “You would ask a colleague how 
he was dom&” Week recalled, “and he 
wouldn’t tell you how many performances 
he was giving, but how many years he had 
until retirement.” 

rp HE situation was similar at the mu- 

I nicipal theaters until Week told the 
-R- trade unions he would no longer play 
the numbers game of negotiating staff mim- 
mums. “All our people have to show us evoy 
night why they are in this profession," Week 
declared. After he fired 40 people at the 
Theater an der Wien and even before be let 
another 30 go from the Rahxnmdtheater, “I 
was Public Enemy Number One on the front 
page of the labor newspapers. Now, though,

What next? “Miss Saigon." the London 
hit version of “Madame Butterfly” by the 
“Les Mrs” team, would seem a natural fol- 
low-up, but Week says “Cameron Mackin- 
tosh won’t give it to me because he’s looking 
for a ^theater of 2,000 seats, which we don’t 
have.”

In the end, Kopdson's assessment would 
prove correct But be would still have to do 
some scrambling. 

The first order of b usiness was the script, 
which needed work. For this, the producer 
hired a relatively unknown screenwriter 
named Laurence Heath. 

Then there was the manw of finding a 
director. At the suggestion of an executive at

Despite this rebuff, Kopelson continued to 
pursue the director, eventually winning him to 
his cause by assuring him on two vital paints 
— the seriousness of his own intent and his 
willingness to hand over almost total creative 
control 

Enter Willem Dafoe. Kopelson had formed 
a friendship with the actor on the set of

“Platoon.” Hoping to interest him in a email 
part in “Triumph of the Spirit,” he sent him a 
revised draft of the script. “A week later,” the 
prod u c er recalls, “WHkm called and said he 
wanted to play the lead. I was knocked out, 
but I was also discouraged. I didn’t thick I 
could afford him." 

Kopelson's financial wariness was well 
advised. Even after signing Dafoe and other 
stars (Edward James Olmos, who plays a 
camp “trusty”; Robert Loggia, who plays 
Salatno's father), after receiving an accept- 
able screenplay, and with the Academy 


Award sitting on his shelf, the producer was 
again dismissed by representatives of all the 
major studios. 

xopelson then turned to independent 
sources for funding. By licensing interna- 
tional rights to the picture, he raised S3J 
million; from France’s Credit Lyonnais, he 
borrowed some $8.5 million more.

The picture is by no means com- 
pletely rosy. The 800 institutions 
that did not meet the requirements 
on Thursday will have to submit to 
the government a detailed plan of 
bow they hope to bring themselves 
into compliance, and they are sup- 
posed to face intense regulatory 
oversight, including strict growth 
limits and the possible canceuation 
of dividends paid to shareholders. 

Many of the institutions that fall 
short on capital are expected to 
meet the re quirem ents eventually, 
either an thar awn or by finding a 
mager partner. But fedoal regula- 


tors expect more than 200 of them 
to remain hopelessly insolvent, 
adding to the crush of earlier fail- 
ures. 

“I expect that we will take a very 
rigorous approach to those institu- 
tions that do not meet the require- 
ments and that we will do whatever 
is necessary to bong th**m mto 
compliance very quickly,” said 
John F. Robinson, the dquny di- 
rector for supervisory analysis at 
the Office of Thrift Supervision in 
Washington.

PARIS — France and West Ger- 
many have reached a compromise 
agreement that will allow the Euro- 
pean Community to advice to- 
wards closer union, though not 
quite as fast as France origmalh 
hoped.

The agreement, reached in a flur- 
ry of diplomatic exchanges between 
Paris and Bonn, removes the threat 
of an awkward clash between Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand of France 
and Chancellor Helmut Kohl of 
West Germany at the two-day EC 
summit that starts Friday in Stras- 
bourg, European officials’ said. 

The Franco-German compro- 
mise makes it virtually certain that 
1 1 of toe 12 EC leaded will agree to 
convene an intergovernmental con- 
ference fay toe end of next year to 
lay the legal foundations of eco- 
nomic and monetary union, thus 
clearing the way for accelerated EC 
integration in response to the 
changes sweeping Eastern Europe. 

Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher of Britain, who re main s 
firmly opposed to further moves 
towards economic and monetary 
union, has said she still opposes toe 
convening of the intergovernmen- 
tal conference. But she has conced- 
ed that she is unlikely to be able (o 
stop it from taking place and said 
that Britain would attend toe talks. 

Under the Franco-German 
agreement, the conference would 
be formally opened at toe end of 
1990, in deference to Mr. Mitter- 
rand's wish that it start next year. 
But it would not get down to seri- 
ous work until 1991. respecting Mr. 
Kohl's desire that moves towards 
further union not advance too far 
before toe West German elections 
due in December 1990. 

Lutz Stavenhageo, a state secre- 
tary in the WesL German Chancel- 
lery, said Thursday he expected 1 1 
of the 12 EC leaders in Strasbourg 
to agree to open toe intergovern- 
mental conference at toe EC sum- 
mit due to be held in Itaiv at toe 
end of 1990. 

“We do not want to delay the 
tempo of integration to allow for 
others to join the EC," Mr. Steven- 
hagen told Reuters. “We want the 
summit to be a success for integra- 


tion and for toe French presidency.'’ 

The official also said West Ger- 
many was not being sidetracked by 
political events in East Germany 
and was going xo the Strasbourg 
meeting to ensure “that we remain 
toe engine of further integration.” 

The West German announce- 
mem reflected a rapid backtrack- 
ing from toe position taken by 
Bonn on Wednesday, when offi- 
cials said Mr. Kohl did not want 
toe conference to begin until 1991 
and might not even agree to set any 
date in Strasbourg. 

European officials said it quickly 
became dear that il Mi. Kohl main- 
tained that position in Strasbourg, it 
would confirm French fears that 
Bonn was now more interested in 
German reunification, and in op- 
portunities in Eastern Europe, that 
tn its links with the community. 

Jacques Driors, the president of 
toe EC Commission, on Thursday 
repeated Mr. Mitterrand's urging 
tost EC leaders accelerate integra- 
tion to create a stable counterbal- 
ance to upheaval in Eastern Eu- 
rope. Reuters reported. 

“We have to maintain toe com- 
munity as a pole of attraction, as a 
stabilizing factor,” he said. “It's 
our duty and in our interest to meet 
our historic responsibilities." 

Mr. Defers, who spoke before 
Mr. Stavenhagen's announcement, 
made dear that Bonn risked rdg- 
rJting fears that closer ties with 
reformist East Germany would 
weaken its commitment to toe 
community if it tried to put off the 
inier-govemmental conference. 

“If tM< European Council takes 
pfece in bad conditions, I as a citi- 
zen would Tear some rather serious 
bilateral crises," he reportedly said. 

French officials predicted that if 
West Germany did not change its 
position, it could cause sharp ten- 
sion between Mr. Kohl ana Mr. 
Mitterrand, who is to chair toe 
Strasbourg summit 

The German retreat caused dis- 
appointment in London, where of- 
ficials on Wednesday had thought 
they had found a new ally in Bonn. 

Earlier, Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dieuich Genscher of West Germa- 
ny denied that Bonn was underpres- 
sure from France to move quickly 
toward union, Reuters reported.

Chevron shares skidded $5 JO, to 
566 JO, in hectic trading on the 
New York Stock Exchange, The 
decline was said to have Indeed off 
program selling of stocks that 
pulled the Dow Jones indnsaial 
average down about 16 paints for 
the day.

Japanese Call the Tune 
In U.S. Auto Market

DETROIT — The prospects for 
the American automobile industry 

are more uncertain today than at 
any time since the early 1980s, 
when toe Detroit producers ran to 
Washington to push for “volun- 
tary” quotas on Japanese imports. 

Sales arc slumping, and the Big 
Three are being forced once again 
to weigh shutting plants, laying off 
workers tad delaying investments. 

As sales have weakened, Chrys- 
ler Corp. has dosed a plant in Wis- 
consin and announced another 
shutdown in Michigan. General 
Motors Corp. has ■indefinitely" 
idled factories in Georgia, Massa- 
chusetts and Michigan. 

Even Ford Motor Co., which has 
been toe least affected so far, said 
tins week that it would temporarily 
dose an van plant in Ohio. And 
analysts say more layoffs and plant 
dosings are inevitable. 

The domestic auto makers have 
done much to cut costs and im- 
prove quality in the seven years 
since the last big downturn. But the 
Japanese sriQ hold a competitive 


advantage, and some analysts say 
Detroit used too little of its profits 
from toe quota-protected years to 
develop new products. 

Now toe Japanese, loaded with 
cash, are able to introduce new 
models more quickly and increase 
the pressure on Detroit. 

“It used to be that when a down- 
turn came toe Big Three could cut 
costs," said James Womack, re- 
search director of a Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology project in- 
vestig&ting toe future of toe auto- 
mobile. “Thai isn't an option in 
* 1990. The Japanese comoanies, on 
toe other hand, have toe" resources 
to plow right through.” i 

And this time the Japanese have j 
a powerful new weapon: their 
“transplant” car factories in Amer- 
ica. These art efficient plants 
staffed mainly by young, nonunion 
workers which can build & car for 
an estimated $500 to $800 less than 
most or toe Big Three’s factories. 

The transplants, which are a by- 
product of toe trade restrictions 
Detroit had lobbied so hard to get, 
will be stepping up their output

ings. Others have become more 
likely to seek or agree to mergers as 
they seek capital. 

"What will happen now is that 
the industry will return to the fun- 
damental premises it was founded 
upon, home ownership and thrift," 
said Richard H. D cihl. the chair- 
man and chief executive of H.F. 
Ahmanson & Co. oC Los Angeles, 
the parent of Home Savings of 
America, the nation's largest sav- 
ings institution and one of the 
strongest. 

“I think the industry had grown 
loo big. and it's certainly gomg to 
be smaller now," he added. 

The rules could have a direct 
impact on consumers. For exam- 
ple. buyers hoping to put down less 
than 20 percent for a home may 
find it more difficult or expensive 


to get a mortgage, said Eric T. He- 
mcL. a First Boston Corp. analyst 
Has is because of a new rule that 
forces savings institutions to main- 
tain higher capital levels on loans 
exceeding 80 percent of a proper- 
ty’s assessed value. 

Rates paid to large depositors 
are also likely to be lower since few 
institutions will want or need to 
grow by attracting new deposits 
with high rates. In fact, many insti- 
tu lions have deliberately lowered 
raies recently to encourage a con- 
trolled outflow of deposits. 

The savings institutions expected 
to meet the new rules immediately 
include 1 .200 or so small institu- 
tions that were already in compli- 
ance and lbs 600 largest institu- 
tions. which generally had to 
scramble to meeL the new stan- 
dards. The larger institutions have 


tended to maintain lower capital 
levels and to have had more expo- 
sure to risky investments and trou- 
bled real estate markets. 

Even exiremdy profitable insti- 
tutions like Home Savings and 
Great Western Financial Corp. of 
Beverly Hills. California, have had 
to raise money to meet the stan- 
dards . 

Wall Street has been extremely 
wary of the savings industry’s pros- 
pects for years, as reflected by the 
depressed stock prices of savings 
institutions and the reluctance of 
investors to buy new issues of stock 
and debt. 

That wariness has increased in 
the last month or two as evidence 
has appeared of further weakness 
in big real estate markets like Cali- 
fornia. As a result, most institu- 
tions have had no choice but to 


meet the capital requirements by 
shrinking. 

Reflecting the widespread use of 
these shrinkage strategies, the as- 
sets of healtity savings and loan 
institutions, which are p rimari ly 
loans or securities mace up of 
pooled loans, declined by SI bil- 
lion in September, the latest period 
for which figures are available, af- 
ter declining $10.2 billion in Au- 
gust The industry has total assets 
of SI 2 trillion. 

Shrinking an institution’s asset 
size while holding capital at as 
even level does provide a thicker 
buffer against losses on a dollar- 
for-dollar basis. But some industry 
executives and analysts say that 
shrinking has a serious cost to it as 
well, because the main assets a 
company has to sell are its most 


profitable interest-earning securi- 
ties and loans. 

Because most of the weakest and 
most financially imprudent savings 
institutions have already been 
seized by the government, most of 
the companies that fad to meet the 
requirements have a reasonably 
good chance of bringing themselves 
into line over the next few yean. 

Great American Bank of San 
Diego, for instance, the nation's 
seven tb-largest savings institution., 
says it will probably meet the tangi- 
ble and oore capital tests, but mil 
not meet the requirement for risk- 
based capital. Roger K. rWflgnd 
its president, said. He added that 
Great American planned “careful- 
ly controlled growth" and that it 
hoped to meet the rule within two 
years. 


Iran Makes Dollar Cheaper for Importers

NICOSIA — Iran announced on Thursday h is 
reducing the cost of dollars sold to importers by 
about 18 percent effective Saturday. 

This amounts to an upward revaluation of the 
rial for some purposes, and signals a considerable 
success in attracting currency trade away from the 
black market to official dealings at a “competitive 
rare” introduced two months ago. It should also 
beta curb inflation by malting imports cheaper. 

the “competitive rate” of 800 rials to the dollar 
applies to imports by a growing number of state- 
related enterprises and purchases of dozens of 
items by private businessmen. It started at 1,000 to 
the dollar Oct 8 and bad been set daily at 975 
dollar by the Central Bank since Ocl 24. 

The official rate, used for government dea l i ngs 
and subsidized basic commodities, remains about 
72 rials to the dollar. 


Mohammad Hossein Adeti, governor of the 
Central Bank, said the stronger rate for the rial 
“will have a very positive effect because it will 
reduce the cost of production and create grounds 
for higher employment, production and supply, 
leading to reduced prices.” 

Introduction of the new rate two months ago 
was a crucial step by President Hashenn Rafsan- 
iani's government toward bringing order to an 
economy from a decade of war and 

revolutionary upheavaL 

Ali Pakpour, a London-based Iranian foreign 
«hishi« dealer, said the new rate was fair and 
might drop even further as the government's fiaan- 
n a) situation improved. He said black market 
Actings had declined greatly since the Central 
Ranif began Hauling at the “competitive rate.”

STOCKHOLM - Sweden’s 
central bank pushed up its official 
discount rate by one percentage 
point, to KLSpenxot, on Thursday 
m a signal to finandal markets that 
Swedish interest rates would re- 
main high through next year. 

*We are in a high interest rate 
period, and the economic outlook 
indicates rates w3I remain high for 
at least another year,” said the 
bank’s governor, Bengt Dennis. 

The central bank said a progres- 
sively weaker current account bal- 
ance, and rapid price and cost de- 
velopments prompted its decision 
to raise the official rate. 

The discount rare is no longer 
used to direct monetary policy, in- 
stead, the central bank prefers mar- 
ket intervention and repurchase is- 
sues to conduct its present tight 
monetary policy. 

The rate hike wffl make some 
household borrowing more expen- 
sive. 

“But the raising of the discount 
rate is more of an adjustment, as it 
has faUen behind prevailing market 
rates,” said Sxv Berglund, econo- 
mist at Spaibankeraas Bank. 

“It’s also a confirmation of the 
bank’s tight monetary policy, con- 
firming that high interst rates look 
set to stay around for the rime be- 
ing,” she added. 


Yields go the Swedish credit 
market fell in active buying after 
the announcement of a rise in the 
discount rate to 103 percent from 
93 percent, effective on, Friday. 
Short yields opened up to six points 
lower after the central bank an- 
nounced a 7 billion kronor (SI.l 
trillion) repurchase running from 
Friday to Dec. 13.

Paribas Ally Raises Its Stake

P&rfinancc, the French invest- 
ment arm of Paigesa Holding SA of 
Switzerland, raid it had acquired 
several hundred Paribas shares to 
go above the 5 percent th reshold 
“ti> reinforce the finks which >«« i4 
the two companies.” P&rfinancc is 
managed by G6rard Eskenazy, the 
Former No. 2 executive of Paribas. 

For the second consecutive day, 
Paribas was the most active issue 
on the Paris Bourse, with 416.000 
shares traded, about 0.64 percent 
of the outstanding stock. Paribas 
dosed at 671 francs (S11Q.53X 
down from a strong opening of 695 
but still one banc higher thim 
Wednesday, when almost 1 percent 
of hs capital traded bands the 
share price jumped 43 percent 

Ahncry Longlnis-M airimie, num- 
aging director erf Pnrfmance, said 
the move was “a symbolic gesture, 
decided in agreement with Paribas. 

Paribas, which has a 14.2 percent 
stake in Pargesa, said it was “com- 
pletely convinced” Parfinance was 
acting as an ally.

Rune Barneus,' the Nordbanken 
m a nagin g director, said that the 
bank received the bid from SEban- 
ken, the largest Nordic bank, late 
Wednesday night, but na'ected it. 

He said the Nordbanken board 
derided that a merger with PKban- 
ken made better commercial sense. 

PKbanken offered 300 kronor 
per share for Nordbanken, which it 
said was 50 percent more than its 
most recent stock price and 14 per- 
cent higher than the highest Nord- 
banken stock price this year. 

Nordbanken ’s major sharehold- 
ers indude Lars Oberg, president 
of the Custos investment firm, who 
holds 14.2 percent of the bank. Mr. 
Oberg said Thursday that he has 
not yet made a final decision on the 
PKbanken bid but that the offer 
seemed fair. 

Other shareholders include the 
trading company Olle Oisson Bola- 
gen AB, which bolds 10.6 percent. 
The insurance companies Trygg- 
Hansa and Skandia Insurance Co. 
together hold a 10 perceat stake. 

Following the rgection of its 
last-mi nice offer, SEbanken said 
that it would not pursue any hostile 
takeover bid for Nordbanken. 

“Nordbanken was not interested 
in our organizational plan. There 
will be no follow-up from our 
side." said Annika Hall din. head of 
externa! information at SEbanken.

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Mondadori Ruling Aids 
Berlusconi Media Fight

ROME — Silvio Berlusconi, the 
Italian television magnate, won a 
round in his fight for control of 
Italy’s largest publishing group. 
Artioldo Mondadori Editore SpA, 
on Thursday when an Italian court 
issued an injunction forbidding the 
Mondadori board from taking any 
decisions except on the day-to-day 
r unning of the group. 

The ruling was die latest in a. 
string of setbacks for the entrepre- 
neur Carlo de Benedetti, who is 
attempting to reg ain a dominan t 
position in Mondadori, which 
owns the lop-sdhng Italian news- 
paper La Repubblica and 
L’Espresso magazine. 

Mr. de Benedetti, who through 
Compagnie Industrial! Ri unite 
SpA, holds 42 percent erf the total 
capital and 71 percent of Monda- 
dori’s preferred shares, planned to 
call an extraordinary shareholders’ 
meeting to approve a capital in- 
crease. 

But a judge on Thursday issued 
an injunction barring the board 
from calling such a meeting. The 
board, he said, could not “deal with 
matters other than in the ordinary 
course of the business, or call the 
election of new directors.” 

Mr. de Benedettf s major setback 


came in a d rama tic about-face last 
weekend when the Formenton fam- 
ily, a major shareholder, renounced 
a pact with Mr. de Benedetti and 
instead joined forces with Mr. Ber- 
lusconi 

The new coalition, which also 
includes the founder’s grandson 
Leonardo Mondadori, holds a a 60 
percent stake in AME Finanziaria 
SpA, the holding company winch 
controls the publishing enterprise, 
and thus can effectively control the 
election of the board of directors. 

Since the board is dominated by 
Mr. de Benedetti. the court order 
could pave the way for a change of 
control in favor of the new alliance , 
analysts believe. 

“At the moment the situation 
certainly points toward a Berlus- 
coni victory," said Giacomo De 
Marini, an analyst at Studio Ventu- 
ra, a Milan-based brokerage firm. 

Mondadori’s board of directors 
later issued a statement saying that 
as a group erf shareholders repre- 
senting more than 20 percent of the 
capital had requested that an ex- 
traordinary rawing take place, 
such a meeting was mandatory. 

In order to give its lawyers time 
to present this information to the 
court, the board said it would ad- 
journ its meeting until Saturday.

But, be added, “Malaysia must 
move fast to improve Labuan be-

G REGOR von Rezzori, the author of 
the critically acclaimed book 
“Memoirs of an Anti-Senate" (1981), as

The yean of his childhood and early 
manhood witnessed the convulsions of 
history that would remake the fate of 
Europe, and he would see his homeland 
of Bukovina — once part of the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire — fall under the rule 
of Romania, and later the Soviet Union.

In some respects, certainly, the dan 
led a privileged, fortunate existence.

Though the 
family's fortune was lost, enough money 
remained to hire a nanny and governess 
for the children, and later to send them 
to elite, private schools. 

The wounds the family sustained were 
psychic raies: a Chekbovian sense of dis- 
placement, the perception that ah the old 
certainties — of class, religion and soci- 
ety — had abruptly vanished, a disori- 
enting fear that the world no longer cor- 
responded to expectations.

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Stunning Ignorance

N EW YORK — Reports of the 
stunning ignorance being cre- 
ated by the American educational 
system make it hard to write for a 
mass audience. 

For instance, I was just thinking 
of mentioning the Balkan problem. 
I thought of it for two minutes, 
then decided not to. Mentioning 
the Balkan problem would be silly 
if the papers are right about the 
ignorance boom. Practically no- 
body out there would know what 
the Balkan problem was. 

Many would probably think I 
was talking about the Vulcan prob- 
lem and didn’t know bow to spell 
Vulcan. Thanks to “Star Trot," 
millions of television viewers know 
all about the Vulcan problem (fan- 
tastic brain power, but ridiculously 
pointed ears). 

□ 

The Balkan problem, however, 
has never played in prime time, at 
least not since Eric Ambler went 
out of vogue. 

Even as 1 write the name Eric 
Ambler I think: “Careful! If it's 
true about the galloping ignorance, 
probably not one reader in a thou- 
sand ever beard of Eric Ambler." 

Now that I mention it, I wish I’d 
never heard of him myself. It makes 
me feel like an didst to know about 
obscure matters like the Balkan 
problem and Eric Ambler. Nowa- 
days being an elitist is almost as 
shameful as being a liberal, like — 
I almost wrote “like William 
Ewart Gladstone." bat was 
stopped by suspicion that, since the 
ignorance explosion began, no 
school in the land has turned out an 
American who could tell William 
E. Gladstone from Fred Flintstoae. 

On this elitist business, let me 
make one thing perfectly dear: 
Knowing who Gladstone was does 
not make me an elitist, so please 
withhold the abuse while I explain. 

I was born too soon to enjoy the 
fruits of a modem American edu- 
cation. 

□ 

As a result I was put adrift in a 
world where I couldn’t help hearing 
of people like Gladstone, even of 
luggage like the Gladstone bag. of 
geographical outposts like the Ed- 
dystone Light, of not-really-lost 
medical missionaries in Africa like 
Dr. Livingstone and of villainous 
literary ablings like Murdstone 
a, Miss 


and his sister. 


Murdstone. 


When 1 start to write, having all 
this superfluous paraphernalia 
drifting around in my skull, I have 
the Devil’s own time remembering 
that the country is now Oiling up 
with people to whom it is as mean- 
ingless as a quatrain in Persian. 

Here’s an example: Three para- 
graphs back I wrote “let me make 
one thing perfectly clear.’’ I 
shouldn’t have done it- It was a 
font at a small joke nobody could 
possibly get without knowing who 
Richard Nixon was. 

He was a president, and whenev- 
er he was about to thicken the gen- 
eral confusion he said, “Let me 
make one thing perfectly clear." 

Again, I plead indulgence for 
mentioning him. Born too soon, I 
am afflicted with such arcane bead 
stuffing. That my work is filled 
with references to the obscure Nix- 
on, to the Gladstone bag. to the 
flaikan problem — all this does not 
make me an elitist. . 

Yes. the possibility is worrisome. 
In the last political campaign there 
was devastating use of "the L- 
word," a word so vfle that decent 
politicians dared not speak all its 
syllables, but called it only “the L- 
word." 

□ 

We all knew what they meant, 
though. They meant liberalism. Old 
Satan's favorite political philoso- 
phy. In that campaign I sweated 
through many a George Bush (later 
became, still is. President) perfor- 
mance. fearful he might step up his 
abuse of Harvard and Massachu- 
setts’ other elegant schools by ac- 
cusing them of propagating “the E- 
word." 

As long as he urged the nation to 
despise good education only in 
Massachusetts, I felt safe. But sup- 
pose he stirred its fury against all 
who had heard of Eric Ambler and 
could distinguish William Ewart 
Gladstone from the Eddystone 
Light, no matter where their brains 
bad been massaged. 

He could easily have done it, too, 
by denouncing us as "elitists." Or 
better yet, by smiling into the cam- 
era and saying, “They cringe when 
1 say the E-word." 

It could still happen, so never 
mind about the Rafkan problem. I 
was only going to say something 
about a free Eastern Europe being 
free to bring us once again the 
Balkan problem, which led to 
World War I, but who ever heard of 
World War I?

Tales of Pop and Ennui in the New Japan

O IS0, Japan — “For us the 
sheep is an imaginary ani- 
mal, a Western animal imported 
during the Mdji Period," said 
Harold Murakami. Japan's most 
popular contemporary novelist, 
of his absurdist quest novel “A 
Wild Sheep Chase. ’ “We can't see 
it in Japan except in Hokkaido. 
The sheep in the novel is not an 
allegory. It's as instinct. I start to 
write and something pops up and 
I follow iL I don't know what it 
means and where it leads, but 
something always happens. It’s 
like a game.” 

The imaginative, quirky novel, 
Murakami’s third and a winner of 
the Noma Literary Award for 
New Writers, has just been pub- 
lished in English by Kodansha 
International The racy Axneri- 
ran - English translation by Alfred 
Birobaum is a departure from the 
literary FjigHsh that was appro- 
priate for the work of an older 
generation of Japanese writers. 

To the surprise of many Ameri- 
can critics, the 40-year-old Mura- 
kami portrays Japan as a West- 
ernized nation. It reverberates 
with the Made-in-the-U.SjA pop 
culture of 1970s music, movies, 
books, a late 20th-century im- 
pulse toward ennui and nostalgia, 
and a taste for solitude. There are 
no hot springs geisha here; no 
ar range d - marriage, meetings, no 
bunting temples, all images is the 
novels of postwar writers. 

During an interview in this sea- 
side town, where Mu rakami goes 
to write, he analyzed the mystery 
of writing that keeps him at 
desk 10 to 12 hours a day: “What 
will happen next? I don’t know, 
but as I keep writing something 
happens, something appears ana 
goes somewhere. It’s not realistic 
or fantastic. For me, they're the 
same. The setting is real, the sto- 
ries are fictional" 

“A Wild Sheep Chase,” pub- 
lished in Japan in 1982, was pre- 
ceded by the 1979 “Hear the Wind 
Sing," which won the Gunzo Prize 
for new talent, and “Pinball, 
1973." His fourth novel, “The End 
of the World and the Hard-Boiled 
Wonderland,” which won the 1985 
Tgnizaki Prize, is to be published 
in English next year by Kodansha. 
The sixth, the 1988 “Dance, 
Dance. Dance." which has sold a 
million copies, is a sequel to “Wild 
Sheep Chase.” 


The fifth, “Norwegian Wood,” 
published in 1987, sold four mil- 
lion copies. Taking the Beatles* 
song as the title, Murakami writes 
about college students in Tokyo 
during 1969 and 1970, when polit- 
ical turmoil dosed universities 
and unsettled lives. The book fo- 
cuses on several university stu- 
dents whose confusion is enliv- 
ened for them, and the reader, by 
lengthy dialogues, futile love af- 
fairs, abundant sex, at least three 
suicides, and the feeling that what 
we're reading is not a retrospec- 
tive of the 1960s angst, but a reve- 
lation of how privileged college 
students muddle through today. 

Murakami has an ear for what 
the self-absorbed young mi ght be 
saying, although he claims to 
know no young people. The nar- 
rator, Tori Watanabe, is the only 
sensible character, a nice guy, 19 
going on 45, who plays would-be 
savior, a Japanese catcher-in- the- 
rye, the arost as a younger man 

“My real life is a boring one," 
Murakami said. “Other writers 
did wild things and wrote about 
them. Not me. I want to be a very 
common person. That's why 
many Japanese critics don’t like 
me. They believe that writers 
should write about their lives. 
That’s ridiculous. I thfnk writers 
should make up stories." 

“A Wild Sbeep Chase” begins 
in Tokyo with the news of a suicide 
and a divorce. The narrator's wife 
has decided to leave him , “hardly 
what you would call a tragedy," he 
t hin ks. Worse is that he’s about to 
turn 30 and dislikes his job as 
partner in an advertising firm. For 
run he memorizes the rum** of 
murderers in EBery Queen’s mys- 
teries, drinks, listens to his $00 
“oldies” records, and meets a psy- 
chic model-call girl with erotic 
ears. The sheep chase begins wh e n 
the erudite secretary to a big-shot, 
rightist boss asks him to find a 
unique sheep that probably was 
the genius behind the dying boss’s 
power. The quest for tii sheep in 
northern Hokkaido leads die char- 
actos to speculations about indi- 
vidual, perhaps national, weak- 
nesses. 

Mur akami argues that the novel 
is not political although he enjoys 
the philosophers role. Tbe Sheep 
Professor, an errmtiv* character, 
professes: “The base flaw ot mod- 
em Japan is that we’ve learned 
absolutely nothing from our can*

tact with other Asian peoples. Tbe 
daily-life level is missmg from our 
thinking. We draft hare oar feet 
on solid ground.” 

With very few exceptions, 
American boat reviewers have lav- 
ished praise an the novel With 
“Wild Sieep Chase," they point 
out, tbe culture wall is crumbling. 
The author Alan Cheuse called the 
novel “a buoyant critique of every- 
thing in Japanese culture that we 
believe confounds us, in which the 

main rfunartw whib «» wtnwgeii 

and alienated from his own way of 
life as we do." Senior editor Elmer 
T nk* <jf gnriBn<ha In ternational 


said: “Murakami doesn’t _ 
am old myths and mystiques; 
Japan." 

However, through his ihirtyish 
characters, he creates a few new 
myths for foreign readers: th e ge- 
nial posture of young Tokyoites 
with their hang-loose stance of 
livin g for the niwnww; their os- 
tensible indifference toward mon- 
ey, an honesty about the dullness 
of their jobs; an ambivalence to- 
ward family (heresy in Japanese 
fiction); but a reverence for 
friendship; a r espec tfu l fear of the 
‘ ‘it wing in politics; an open 
' ition for thing s and ideals 


American; a romanticism toward 
their own last frontier, tbe wild 
spaces of Hokkaido, where the 
nameless hero and Ins gid go to 
look for the sheep and the ad 
friend Rat; a refreshing treatment 
of women as independent charac- 
ters with ideas, opinions, emo- 
tions, and appetites for food, sex, 
adventure. This updated fictional 
Ja pp** is pervaded by an end-of- 
century sense of cool a comhma- 
tion of understatement and the 
dry wit of its creator. 

With a slight smfle Mnrakanri 
explained: “I like the hard-boiled 
American mysteries of Raymond 
Chandler. I wanted to write that 
kind of independent person, 
alone and tough, also soft and 
sentimental and cool 1 like 'Wild 
Sheep Chase,’ but I wrote it seven 
years ago when I was 33. Now Tm 
40 ana the book seems too 
young." 

Although Murakami considers 
himself a newefist first, he is also a 
shat story writer and a translator 
of his American “teachere,** Ray- 
mond Carver and John Irving, 
whom be mat in New York in 
1984, Truman Capote, Scon Fitz- 
gerald, Tim CYBnen, Paul Ther- 
oux. 

Bran in Kobe in 1 949, M ura- 
kami, a very straigbforwaxd and 
if paggnmfng n«in, took six years, 
from 1968 to 1974, to complete 
Wascda University, where he spe- 
cialized in the literature of theater. 
At 22 he married Yoko, a college 
f riend who advises him about ms 

writing: “She tells me all my novels 
are incomplete, except ‘Norwegian 
Wood.’" He started a jazz dnb 
after the university because “I 
didn’t want to go into a conqsany.” 
When it became so successful that 
he had to write after midnight, he 
sold it in 1980. “I wanted to use all 
my time to write, to get up early in 
the rooming and go to bed by 10.” 

He refuses requests to appear 
on television and rejects offers to 
turn “Norwegian wood” into a 
movie. He explained: “I need qui- 
et, time and peace of mind to 
work. It’s not easy to get that in 
Japan if you’re famous. If you can 
write a novd, it’s a gift You 
should respect that gift and not 
spend it in false thing*-”
